and an annual direct taxation of half a million doliars 
in support of schools—not to speak of nearly as much 
more often contributed in other ways—show an inten- 
‘tion credatable to the intelligence, wisdom and gener- 
osity of our people. It is manifest, however, that this 
‘out “y has not hitherto reached the best results of 
which it would seem capable. The interesting report 
of the Superintendent of Common Schools shows that 
there is much to be done before our schools can be re- 
garded as best subserving their ends, It is not that 
‘we need to remodel our system, but to bring to efficient 
operation the present one. Our common and primary 
echools deserve our first and best care. We must be- 
gin at the bottom and build up, rather than begin at 
the top and build down. Institutions of learning of 
high grade doubtless have an important influence on 
the community, but the hundreds of modcst little 
achools in every nook and corner of the State are the 
rea] fountains of knowledge and power. 

What these schools most need is competent teachers, 
those who know and ean impart, There is probably 
no means by which we can more benefit our schools, 
and excite a more intelligent interest in them than by 
‘encouraging an institution you have already founded 
for this pur the Normal School. The Report of 
the Principal shows this to be in a very flourishing 
condition. As it is however regarded by many aé still 
an experiment, there is naturally much wanting to 
enable it to fulfill perfectly the important ends for 
which it was established. It would be well, it seems 
‘to me, if we have undertaken this experiment, to 
make the trial a fuir and thoreugh one. The liberal 
‘proposition of the trustecs of Farmington Academy in 
regard to relinquishing to the State their buildings, 
ground, and apparatus upon the payment of a claim 
by mortgage on the property amounting to $4,200 
cannot but commend itself to the friends of the Normal 
‘School. This appropriation, together with the sums 
“estimated by the Principal as necessary for the com- 
pletion and current expenses of the Institution, would, 
without doubt, be a judicious investment, the benefits 
of which would be felt in every portion of the State. 
It will be a happy thing if this school ehall be found 
80 adapted to its ends, its usefulness and necessity so 
clearly demonstrated, or-the patronage and demand so 
mueh beyond its accommodations that we are forced 
to an early opening of the other Normal School at 

‘Castine, as now provided by law. 

The income of the Scheol Fund from the Bank tax 
is now seriously reduced, amounting this year to 
$7,626.88. The sum raised by taxation however has 
been on the increase. For the last year this is $477,- 
181.66; making an average of upwards of $2.00 per 
scholar. The amount of the Permanent School Fund 
derived from setting apart a certain portion of the re- 
eipts from the sale of public lands amounts at the be- 
ginning of the present year to $220,785.72—the sum 
-of $6,000 having been added within a few days. 

Since your last session the Agricultural College has 
been located in Orono, and during the past season 
some operations have been made upon the farm. For 
the perfect organizatien of the Institution every thing 
YTemains to be dene. Its complete establishment and 
successful working still depend upon your wisdom. 
The College now being located the policy of requiring 
the Board of Trustees to be made up of one from each 
‘county, though perhaps desiratle, is no longer imper- 
‘ative. It appears that it has been difficult during the 
past year to obtain a quorum at the meetings of the 
Board, and the importance of the case suggests the 
inquiry whether it might not-be possible to have this 
Board 20 com either with a view to convenience 
of locality or to persenal interest im the Institution, 
that this serious drawback to its success may not be 
encountered at the outset. There are surely men in 
this State in every section and of every party, emi- 
nently fit for that position, incapable of being infiu- 
anak by sectional jealousy or political partisanship, 
who with such a trust in their hands would join with 
single and steadfast purpose to build up an Institution 
worthy of the State and adequate to the demands of 

the times. 

This enterprise is worthy of the most judicious care 
of the Scate, and of the life-time devotion of the best 
men among us. It is easy to conceive of such an in-

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 


In this connection I am constrained to refer toa 
topic which, however painful to our sensibilities duty 
requires us to consider. The law as it now stands ev- 
idently contemplates the execution of capital punish- 
ment. The Governor is required to fix a day and is- 
sue a warrant for the same, with the proviso that the 
punishment of death shall not be inflicted within a 
year after sentence. The spirit of the law and the 
sentence of tbe conrt on the one hand, and the habit 
of neglecting to execute either on the other, constitute 
& practical discrepancy already well known. No exec- 
utive wishes to resume ihe stern duty so nearly obso- 
lete even though the law plainly requires it, and the 
neglect may be ijn itself weak and injurious. Were it 
not that the statute of capital punishment has been 
kept alive by one solitary endorsement within thirty 


years it might be looked upon as outlawed. Meantime

Commeree is not active, and our fisher- 
ies have fallen off from ventures of former years. 


Agriculture, under all its disadvantages, has still 
been our chief resource as a means of revenue.

Curious Experiment.

As is well-known to the 
profession, the blood in cholera becomes thick; or, to 
speak more correctly, loses its watery particles, and 
does not circulate in the capillary system. Under this 
state of things the,patiegt grows blue and cold and 
falls rapidly into gollapse. Dr,“Lorain thought that 
when a patient was found in this fatal condition it 
would be a good thing teinject water into his veins | 
so as to thin the blood again and enable it to circulate 
to all parts of the body. He first tried the experiment | 
on animals and found it did not kill them. He then | 
took the first collapsed case which came into the hos- | 
pital, which happened to be a young man with no oth- | 
er ailment than the disease in question. When he | 
was cold, insensible and cadaveric—in a word within | 
an hour or two of his death—Dr. Lorain called his | 
hospital colleagues together, told them what he want- 
ed to do, and asked them their opinion as to the i- 
bility of curing the man by other remedies. With one 
accord they all declared the patient beyond hope of 
relief, and that the Doctor’s conscience might be at 
ease in the trial of the experiment which he proposed. 
He then, with the usual caution against the intromis- 
sion of air, injected into the veins at the fold of the 
arm about twelve ounces of water at a temperature of | 
104 degrees Fahrenheit. The man soon grew warmer, 
his pulse became perceptible, he showed unmistakable 
signs of returning life, and, in fact, sixteen hours after 
the operation, in the morning, he sat up in bed and 
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asked for a drink. He went on improving, passed | M 


through the phases of an ordinary convalescence frem 
cholera, and got well!
